RE: Comments on Phase Il Issues

In Competitive Market Initiatives, D.T.E. 01-54-A at 37 (2001), the Department
identified several issues it intends to investigate in Phase Il of this proceeding. These issues
were discussed at a technical conference on November 14, 2001. The Department now seeks
written comment on these issues. An outline of the Phase Il issues is presented below as a
guide. Initial comments should be filed no later than the close of business on January 4, 2002.
Reply comments should be filed no later than the close of business on January 14, 2002.

In addition to an original to be filed with Mary Cottrell, Department Secretary, please
submit eight copies of your comments. Please send a copy of your comments to the attached
email service list. Also, please submit your comments to the Department in electronic format
using one of the following methods:

(1) by e-mail attachment to dte.efiling@state.ma.us and jeanne.voveris@state.ma.us; or
(2) on a 3.5" disk, IBM-compatible format. The text of the e-mail or the disk label must
specify: (1) the docket number of the proceeding (D.T.E. 01-54), (2) name of the
person or company submitting the filing, and (3) a brief descriptive title of the document
(e.g. Phase Il Initial Comments or Reply Comments). The electronic filing should also
include the name, title and phone number of a person to contact in the event of
questions about the filing. Text responses should be written in Word Perfect (naming
the document with a “.wpd” suffix), in Microsoft Word, (naming the document with a
“.doc” suffix) or as an Adobe PDF file (naming the document with a “.pdf”” suffix).
Data or spreadsheet responses should be compatible with Microsoft Excel. All
comments submitted in electronic format will be posted on the Department’s Website,
http://www.magnet.state.ma.us/dpu .
